Last Saturday the Missouri, K a n ­ 
sas and Texas issued a 
new tariff,

com m it suicide in twenty-tour hours

and 
shot. 


T h e lieutenant left the palace,went 
to his room and in six hours was a 
corpse, having shot himself through 
the heart. 
T h e affair was hushed 
up and the Spanish official’s report 
said the young man died of yellow 
fever.
